ORIGINATING from Birmingham, JOHN 
DAVENPORT moved to Weymouth when he 
was just two-years-old with his family who 
owned the Bowleaze Beach cafe. 

Now under his guidance, the 42 year-old is 
keen to promote the resort as a stunning 
holiday location for everyone from young cou¬ 
ples to retired sunseekers. 

Here the adrenalin junky talks about his love 
of the Swiss Alps, designs on improving 
Bowleaze Cove and why he won't be buying 
Prince Charles a pint in a hurry. 


■ WHAT part of owning a seaside resort do you 
enjoy? 

SEEING the many, many returning faces. I enjoy the 
variety of it all, I wouldn’t like being stuck in an 
office looking at the square walls, there’s so many 
different things going on around here. 

■ WHAT do you enjoy about Weymouth? 

I THINK it’s just a great place to be - by the seaside. 
Everybody enjoys themselves; other people might 
disagree but I like the lack of trouble down here. My 
wife is from Walthamstow and I don’t think I would 
want to live there and put up with that. 

■ WHICH hobbies do you enjoy? 

I SPEND most of my time snow skiing. I like the out¬ 
doors, cycling and clay shooting. I go to the Swiss 
alps, I love the adrenalin of skiing there and my 
brother lives there and so it’s a cheap way of skiing. 
I’ve been there in the past five or six years and my 
sons enjoy it as well. 

■ WHAT would you change about Weymouth? 

I THINK what Weymouth could do with a place for 
surfing. In Weymouth there’s nothing and I think they 
should build a surfing community down here. 

■ WHAT changes have you seen in tourism over 
the last few years? 

I THINK it’s sporadic down here. Over the years par¬ 
ents haven’t given a monkeys about taking the kids 
out of school but now the government says they’re 
not allowed to. It gets pretty empty down here during 
the school term. I’m not sure if more people are com¬ 
ing down here or less. Sometimes our turnover sug¬ 
gests there are more people; I don’t think the people 
here have the money, they seem really conscious of 
whether to spend. 



■ WHAT type of holidaymaker do you find comes 
to Weymouth? 

THERE’S a broad spectrum of people who come 
down here, from families returning each year to young 
couples to retired people; you just have to take a look 
about, its totally amazing. 

■ WHAT do you think draws the holidaymakers 
here each year? 

I think a lot of people know what Weymouth can be 
like; it’s a peaceful town. There’s a massive range of 
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things for people to do if down for the week. The rea¬ 
sons people come down here are two fold: it’s a place 
for people to come with good water access and no 
problems with parking and I think that helps enor¬ 
mously, without parking we are done for. A lot of peo¬ 
ple come here because their parents came here and 
their parents before them and its important having the 
camping around here, they like the variety of things 
the place has to offer. 

■ WHICH three guests would you invite to the 
pub? 

WELL, I’ll tell you who I wouldn’t invite: Gordon 
Brown, because I think he would bore me to death in 
five minutes while trying to explain to me what a mess 
he’s got this country in. Prince Charles, because he is 
just a pointless person in society, we’ve all got our 
own views but he’s an interfering person. I’m quite 
fond of the monarchy in general but not of him. And 
celebrity cooks because they’re a far too opinionated 
bunch of know it alls and they just take it all a little to 
far, but I admire the Reux brothers. I think what they 
did to the UK, broadening everyone’s culinary minds, 
is amazing. 

■ WHAT three things would you take to a desert 
island? 

I WOULD take my wife, children and some beer. I’m 
not sure if it would be in that order, but I’d take those 
three things!

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Police hunt for attacker 

A MAN grabbed a woman by the neck as she walked 
late at night in Weymouth. 

The 18-year-old was pushed up against a wall in an 
alleyway that runs parallel to Ranelagh Road in the 
Park district at around 12.45am on July 3rd.

Young chef is a winner 
despite painful injury 


BLOODY victory was snatched 
from the jaws of injured defeat when 
James Wills won the Dorset Young 
Seafood Master Chef final. 

All seemed lost for the 24-year-old 
sous chef from the Crab restaurant in 
Bournemouth when an accident right 
at the start of his Dorset Seafood 
Festival semi-final in Weymouth saw 
him cut the top off one of his fingers 
with a new mandolin slicer. 

James said: “I have never bled so 
much in my life and getting medical 
treatment reduced the time I had to 
cook from 20 minutes to just 13 min¬ 
utes.” 

He still managed to get through to 
the final where he cooked a fillet of 
turbot against Colin Upfold from 
Weymouth’s Floods restaurant who 
prepared a fillet of brill. 

Both young stars did so well that 
their excellence split the opinion of 
judges, celebrity chef Mark Hix and 
2009 Master Chef winner Mat Follas 


who runs the Wild Garlic restaurant 
at Beaminster. 

They eventually decided that 
James was the narrow winner, Mat 
saying that the sauces involved were 
“very good”. 

Mark Hix said: “We thought both 
dishes were fantastic and were the 
type of dish you would be proud to 
eat in a restaurant.” 

A delighted James said: “I must be 
the first seven fingered chef to win a 
competition like this. 

“I cut the top of my finger off in the 
semi-final on a brand new mandolin, 
but I have managed to win the final. 
It still hasn’t sunk in yet.” 

Among James’ prizes were a 
plaque and work experience at Mark 
Hix’s Oyster and Fish House restau¬ 
rant in Lyme Regis where Mr Hix 
said he would be “a real asset”.

Council merger 
moves closer 

TWO council have taken another step towards merg¬ 
ing into a partnership. 

West Dorset district and Weymouth and Portland 
borough councils believe they can save millions of 
pounds through a merger into a single officer 
staffing structure but with both councils retaining 
their sovereignty. 

Members of Weymouth and Portland's manage¬ 
ment committee backed a report on the partnership 
and business case which must now be approved by 
full council on July 22 nd . 

Proposals could save £8.8 million over five years by 
merging two officer structures into one to serve 
both councils, a decision which will affect the 850 
staff currently employed by both authorities. 

All 84 councillors in West Dorset and Weymouth 
and Portland will be retained to play a full role rep¬ 
resenting their respective communities. 

Management chairman Councillor Geoff Petherick 
said: "As a council we really don't have any choice. 
We have to make this happen. 

"There is a big reduction needed in costs. We also 
need to generate more income through the Pavilion, 
the harbour and the crematorium to help this. 

"What matters here is that sovereignty is main¬ 
tained for both councils. The way they will operate 
is to have two separate councils with a merging of 
management." 

The meeting recommended full council to approve 
that the three members for a joint appointments 
panel to choose a chief executive for the partnership 
should be two Conservatives and one Liberal Demo¬ 
crat. 

Councillor KateWheller said:"The important thing 
for me here is not the money we can save but the 
services we can safeguard, particularly services to 
the most vulnerable people in the borough."

Police advise local motorists on security 

POLICE in Dorset are urging motorists to secure their vehicles this sum¬ 
mer in a bid to keep thefts from vehicles down in the county. Thefts from 
unattended motor vehicles have fallen by 18 per cent - 52 fewer victims 
of crime - in Dorset since the beginning of the financial year, April 1st 
2010, compared to the same period last year. 

However, patrolling officers have recently found cars and vans being 
left unattended without being locked and with valuable items, such as 
laptops and satellite navigations systems, on display and so police are is¬ 
suing a reminder to motorists to secure their vehicles and empty them of 
any valuables. 

As well as advising motorists, Dorset Police will be aiming to catch 
thieves through the use of overt and covert tactics in an operation aimed 
at preventing thefts from unattended motor vehicles across the county. 

The operation, which runs throughout the summer, will focus on poten¬ 
tially vulnerable locations across Dorset including, beauty spot carparks, 
residential areas and industrial estates. 

Highly-visible officers will focus on preventing thefts through the dis¬ 
tribution of crime prevention advice, while undercover officers will be 
deployed to identify and arrest thieves. 

Trap cars will also be deployed in a variety of locations and will be in 
use 24 hours-a-day. 

Inspector Lance Cliff, of Dorset Police, said: “My message to members 
of the public is clear: work with us by locking your vehicle and emptying 
it of valuables. 

“Taking this common sense approach, combined with our officers’ ef¬ 
forts and the use of trap car technology will prevent thefts from vehicles 
in Dorset this summer.”

PC Jake Woodbridge, of Weymouth Police said: "I 
believe that the injured boy had been involved in a 
verbal disagreement shortly before he sustained 
wounds to his neck and head. 

"It is not yet clear how he came to sustain these in¬ 
juries and I am appealing to anyone who witnessed 
any sort of altercation or disagreement along Charles 
Street to contact me urgently. 

"I also understand that two men may have walked 
past at the time of this incident and I would like to 
speak with these men so that I can find out exactly 
what happened.

Home safety advice 

ADVICE on home safety including how to avoid falls 
was given at a special exhibition in Easton, Portland. 

Dorset County Council's Partnership for Older Peo¬ 
ples' project brought together everyone from Dorset 
Fire and Rescue Service and Dorset NHS to the An¬ 
chor group which helps elderly people to stay in their 
own home. 

Organiser Fiona Kent-Ledger said: "There was a 
good response here today and our visitors have 
asked a lot of questions. 

"One of the biggest concerns people had was 
about how to put in and maintain a smoke detector 
in their home. 

"People were also very appreciative of the Wayfind- 
ers stand we had which helped people identify and 
contact a variety of helpful services." 


Council considers flood plans to 
protect Weymouth until 2126

A HIGHER Esplanade sea 
wall, a tidal barrier and 
raised quay walls could be 
the cornerstone of plans to 
guard Weymouth against 
flooding until 2126. 

Sea levels could rise by 
as much as a metre over 
the next 116 years, mem¬ 
bers of Weymouth and 
Portland’s management 
committee were told. 

The ideas and others in¬ 
cluding stabilising harbour 
walls were backed as the 


preferred approach to de¬ 
fences by members. 

That approach and other 
options will now get a 
more detailed appraisal to 
find the best way forward 
with work including geo¬ 
logical and water surveys. 

Environment spokesman 
Councillor Brendan Web¬ 
ster said Weymouth faced 
a growing threat from 
flooding, so surveys were 
vital because no decision 
on defences could be made 


without them. 

Work could also include 
an assessment of how 
valuable Weymouth’s 
listed buildings are and 
what is needed to protect 
them. 

Officers warned that if a 
preferred action option 
was not chosen then town 
centre development would 


be “stifled” because the 
Environment Agency 
would continue to object 
to future development on 
flooding grounds. 

Vice-chairman Council¬ 
lor Mike Goodman said: “I 
strongly believe that tak¬ 
ing this step now clarifies 
exactly what work goes 
ahead and what studies are 


undertaken. 

“Let’s make a decision 
by adopting a preferred 
strategy and stop going 
round and round in cir¬ 
cles.” 

Councillor Roger Allen 
said some of the informa¬ 
tion presented was “ex¬ 
tremely alarming” and 
there was clearly “a seri¬ 
ous threat to Weymouth”. 

But he said he had con¬ 
cerns over the way the 
issue had been handled 


which he said effectively 
meant councillors were 
being urged to sign up to 
something “overnight” or 
face “the end of the 
world”. 

Members then backed

CUTS, bruises and saddle 
sores aside a Weymouth 
man is celebrating finishing 
a cycle trip from top to bot¬ 
tom of the UK to say 
thanks to the charity that 
helped his family.

The ex-marine, who lost 
his mother-in-law to breast 
cancer and his aunt to a 
brain tumour, wanted to use 
the cycle ride to thank 
everyone at the trust who 
had offered support during 


those times. 

Mr Vallance said: “I 
chose the bike ride because 
I wanted to do something I 
knew would be a hard chal¬ 
lenge. I’m not a keen cy¬ 
clist but I have done it since 
I left school. 

“I started training in Jan¬ 
uary. It was an experience, 
it was difficult enough just 
doing the mileage needed 
to do it in 10 days, doing 90 
miles a day, but when the 
weather turned on me it got 
very hard.” 

The first three days cy¬ 
cling through Devon & 


Cornwall provided the 
worst terrain with lots of 
hills. By day four he was 
saddle sore and although 
the terrain was a lot flatter, 
the wind turned northerly 
which meant it was in his 
face for the rest of the trip. 

Paul suffered a few in¬ 
juries falling off his bike 
near Carlisle but he man¬ 
aged to get the bike fixed 
and continued with his 
challenge, which he com¬ 
pleted at John O’Groats at 
6.30pm on June 19th. 

How did he celebrate? By 
undertaking the 17 hour 


drive back to Weymouth in 
time for his daughter’s 4th 
birthday. 

Paul would like to ex¬ 
press sincere thanks to his 
friend Gary Copperthwaite 
who acted as support 
driver, cook, maid and 
agony aunt and his brother 
Gary Vallance for accom¬ 
panying him during the last 
two very difficult days.

Tributes following the death of 
civic society's former chairman

John Reeby who died recently. 

He joined the Society soon after 
moving to Weymouth and, as an ex¬ 
perienced town planner and gifted 
architect, he brought inspirational 
leadership when he became chair¬ 
man. 

Mr Reeby made great efforts to 
widen the appeal of the society par¬ 
ticularly to younger people, intro¬ 
ducing a Young Environmentalists 
Award through competitions in local 
schools. 

A Practical Artistry Award was par¬ 
ticularly focussed towards the stu¬ 
dents at the stone masonry school in 
Weymouth. 

One outcome of this was the very 
fine and evocative sculpture stand¬ 
ing in a prominent position on Port¬ 
land heights, The Spirit of 
Weymouth. Another is the scheme of 
sculptured sea creatures that enliven 
the coastal protection works at New¬ 
ton's Cove. 

Mr Reeby ran the Weymouth Phys¬ 
ically Handicapped and Able Bodied 
branch in the 1990s and Roger Fry, 
the father of one of its members, 
said:"At its high point, up to six phys¬ 
ically disabled met with John and 
sometimes another able bodied per¬ 
son to socialise. 

"John also arranged the occasional 
lunch or evening dinner, often 
around Christmas, and he also hired 
a minibus for a trip to theTate Gallery

to the Picasso Exhibition which was 
very popular, 

"As some of the members moved 
away or became too ill to attend, the 
club fizzled out, much to John's dis¬ 
appointment, as he from his late 
teens had an affinity with disabled 
youngsters." 

Mr Reeby was Society chairman for 
eight years and, among his many 
successes, he was responsible for the 
project to have the ancient site of 
Weymouth's maypole recorded in 
the paving at the crossing of St.Mary 
Street and Bond Street. 

His wife Margot died a few months 
ago. Only a few weeks before his 
own death Mr Reeby published his 
wife's book Dorset Spas: Their Hid¬ 
den History.

Over 1,000 different species 
found Weymouth reserves 


MORE than 1,000 differ¬ 
ent species of wildlife 
exist at Weymouth's Radi- 
pole Lake and Lodmoor 
reserves. 

The Weymouth Wet¬ 
lands sites are managed 
by the RSPB which said 
their latest photo and 
video footage showed 
there was a lot more to 
the attractions than the 
bird for which they are fa¬ 
mous. 

Some marvelous pic¬ 
tures of mammals are 
being used to create a 
gallery at the Radipole 
Lake visitor centre in the 
Swannery car park and 
staff also hope to show 
remote camera footage 
there soon. 

Weymouth Wetlands 
manager Nick Tomlinson 
said: "The B in our name 
stands for Birds but our 
work covers all kinds of 
wildlife and we try to 
manage the habitats here 
to benefit the widest 
range of species. 

"This is the International 
Year of Biodiversity and 
that chimes perfectly with 
our efforts, through a 
major restoration project,

to enhance and protect 
the whole ecosystem of 
the Weymouth Wetlands 
from the smallest bug to 
the birds and the bees 
and everything in be¬ 
tween." 

Wetlands information 
officer Luke Phillips said: 
"In order to better under¬ 
stand how wildlife uses 
our reserves, we have 
been using remote cam¬ 
eras to capture animals 
doing what comes natu¬ 
rally. Our latest footage 
includes roe deer, foxes 
and even an otter, cap¬ 
tured by our infra-red 
cameras, marking its terri¬ 
tory by pooing on a 
block! 

"We've also pho¬ 
tographed weasels and 
water voles, wood mice 
and bats. We've recorded 
at least six different 
species of bats, including 
the extremely rare Nathu- 
sius's pipistrelle and 
there's evidence of badg¬ 
ers on site as well. Smaller 
mammals, such as wood 
and harvest mice make 
their homes here too." 


Just over half work to re¬ 
vitalise the site is now 
complete and when the 
project is finished it will 
have created or restored 
about six kilometres of 
ditches and over a 
hectare of open water. 

These are the biggest 
changes the reserve has 
seen since the RSPB took 
it over in the mid-1970s 
and will create the best 
mosaic of wetland habi¬ 
tats the site has had in liv¬ 
ing memory. 

Natural England is fund¬ 
ing the work, with 
£185,000 for the first two 
phases, which will also 
improve public access to 
the site, and another 
£500,000 for further 
restoration and mainte¬ 
nance over the next 10 
years.

“We are particularly

taking part in their entry 
to celebrate 100 years of 
guiding in Dorset.” 

Mr Hennessy said that 
one thing organizers did 
need was more musical 
entrants such as march¬ 
ing bands, majorettes and 
other groups.

Tea and history anyone? 

T he Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme Regis on the 11th 
June 1685 to challenge King James' claim to the throne, fol¬ 
lowing the death of Charles II. He assembled an army in ex¬ 
cess of 3,000 men and marched to Sedgemoor in Somerset. 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than a month. Around 
1300 were taken prisoner. Five Judges came to Dorchester with 
the infamous Judge Jeffreys, whose reputation was that of the 
'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685,312 cases were heard in the Oakroom at the 
rear of the Antelope Hotel; of these 292 were sentenced to death. 
Only 74 were executed, with 175 transported, 9 were fined or 
whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion - was later made 
Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange landed in Torbay, 
Jeffreys was captures and imprisoned in the Tower of London. He 
died in 1689 while awaiting trial, probably of natural causes. 

Rumours at the time said he has been poisoned while i 
in the Tower and that his body had been returned to . 
Dorchester and walled up in the Courtroom - now the 
Oakroom. 

This 17th Century Oak panelled room has been care¬ 
fully restored to maintain its character and original fea- \ 
tures. 

Today it is called The Oakroom and is a delightful 
tearoom, with a peaceful, tranquil atmosphere, repli¬ 
cating the style and service of a Lyons Corner House.

During June, accord¬ 
ing to official figures 
released today by the 
Society of Motor Man¬ 
ufacturers and Traders, 
Ford was a clear leader 
in retail car sales, with 


10,337 registrations, 
and in commercial ve¬ 
hicles with 5,447 sales. 
To maintain the in¬ 
tegrity of its business, 
Ford consciously 
capped less profitable

THE Hyundai i20 is getting blue 
on the inside and greener under 
the bonnet. 

Minor changes to the aerody¬ 
namics and engine have resulted 
in a boost in fuel efficiency for all 
engines, while the interior is now 
more stylish and better equipped. 

The best-selling 1.2-litre petrol 
engine, already one of the most ef¬ 
ficient in the class, drops its emis¬ 
sions by 5g/km to 119g/km. This 
results in a tax disc costing just 
£30 and company car tax benefit- 
in-kind rates of just 10%. 

Buyers wanting the extra power 
of the 1.4-litre version will see 
even greater savings, with the 
Style models dropping by 13g/km 
to just 129g/km.

Director, Adrian Walsh, says,

WEST Dorset Warriors swimmers Aaron 
Fryer and Charlie Hitchcock both won 
six gold medals at the recent Dorset 
ASA Development meet held at Little- 
down Leisure Centre in Bournemouth 
where after two days of competition 
the 57 Warrior swimmers finished sec¬ 
ond to Christchurch Seagulls. 

Fryer again showed his pedigree in 
the 13 years level, winning the 200m 
Butterfly in a new competition best 
time, whilst simultaneously earning 
him most improved male performance 
at the meet by knocking 42 seconds off 
his personal best. Aaron also won the 
400m freestyle, 50m breaststroke and 
50m backstroke in new competition 
best times, and with a further two wins 
took his total tally to six gold medals. 

Hitchcock, in the 11 yr boys, showed 
his dominance over the sprints with 
wins in the 50m and 100m for both the 
freestyle and breaststroke, 50m Butter¬ 
fly and 100m Individual Medley, also 
winning him six gold medals over a 
busy weekend. Charlie also beat the 
previous competition best time in the 
200m Breaststroke, only to be beaten 
into second place. 

Liv Thornton, girls club vice captain, 
fresh from completing her GCSE's won 
five gold medals in the 16-18 yr old 
group, including new competition best 
times in the 100m and 200m breast¬ 
stroke and 400m freestyle. Jess North- 
cote also swam faster than the 
previous competition best time in the 
50m Backstroke, in the same age 
group, to gain a silver medal and went 
one better in the 100m freestyle to win 
gold. 

In the younger age groups, swim¬ 
ming at the development meet for the 
first time, Millie Kelman-Johns im¬ 
proved on her personal best by over 8 
seconds to win the 10 yr old girls 100m 
breaststroke having earlier reduced 
her 200m breaststroke best time by 18 
seconds. Meanwhile in the 10 yr old 
boys James McKendry showed his 


strength to win gold in the 200m 
breaststroke, improving his personal 
best time by nearly 12 seconds and 
backed up his win with a second place 
in the 100m breaststroke. Louise 
Woodrow achieved one of the club's 
more noticeable improved perform¬ 
ances by reducing her personal best 
time by over 24 seconds in the 200m 
freestyle. 

The competition between West 
Dorset Warriors in the girl's 11 yr old 
age group continues to entertain with 
Amber Cornick winning the 100m 
backstroke and 200m freestyle and 
Beth Guy victorious in the 200m back- 
stroke, 200m individual medley and 
100m breaststroke. Beth also improved 
her 100m individual medley personal 
best by nearly 10 seconds. Beth Ohn- 
stad swam exceptionally well to im¬ 
prove her personal best time by nearly 
19 seconds in the 100m breaststroke. 

For the 12 yr old girls Lucie Fry won 
the 50m butterfly in a new competi¬ 
tion best time and Charlotte Mathews 
gained gold in the 400m freestyle. 
Amie Buttle and Olivia Freeman led the 
way for the 13 yr old girls, both win¬ 
ning two gold's; 200m backstroke and 
400m freestyle for Amie and 100m 
freestyle and 200m butterfly for Olivia. 


Charlotte Fairman in the 14 yr old girls 
won the 200m backstroke, improving 
her personal best time in the process. 

Peter Horne gained a brace of new 
competition best times for the 14 yr 
old boys in the 50m backstroke and 
50m butterfly, with Luke Voss winning 
the 50m freestyle in the same age 
group. Whilst in the 15 yr old boys Guy 
Buttle was rewarded with a win in the 
100m backstroke. 

After a heavy competition over two 
days, at the end of each day, the eight 
fastest boys and eight fastest girls 
across the age groups are selected to 
race against each other in an elimina¬ 
tion group called skins. West Dorset 
Warriors were proud to have Guy But¬ 
tle, Peter Horne, Tom Cooper and 
Aaron Fryer swimming backstroke 
skins on the Saturday, and Luke Voss 
and Jess Northcote swimming in the 
freestyle skins on the Sunday. 

Presentations of BAGCAT awards 
were made at the weekend to the top 
eight boys and girls of each age group 
following the Dorset County Champi¬ 
onships earlier in the year. Victoria Hal¬ 
ford and Amie Buttle received BAGCAT 
awards for the girls, with William Black- 
ledge and Peter Thornton winning 
their awards for the boys section.

John lived in Bothenhampton after moving from 
Reading where he was a very active table tennis player 
and administrator. His competitive table tennis was 
well behind him when he arrived on the local scene but 
he soon became well known to players and clubs in the 
area and helped with coaching, particularly of begin¬ 
ners and late starters! 

He was very supportive of our new club and became 
our first chairman in 2008, and in 2009 he was unani¬ 
mously appointed our first Honorary President. Despite 
his health failing he still came to Thursday afternoon 
club sessions to within a month of his final illness. 

We know John was also a golfer, a tennis coach and 
a very keen photographer, specialising in black and 
white and producing particularly good shots of our vil¬ 
lage church. 

He will be sadly missed by his many friends.

Beehawk Heartbreak for Buckler 


CULLAHILL'S good showing in finishing second in the Sis 
Live Handicap Chase at Newton Abbot last week was 
marred by the death of Beehawk in the same race who was 
running for the first time since joining the stable. 

The 11 -year-old who recently arrived from Kevin Bishop's es¬ 
tablishment had a history of leg problems and was returning 
to racing having not run for a year following a tendon prob¬ 
lem. 

Unfortunately he was pulled up by jockey Will Kennedy after 
jumping two fences and had to be put down after it was found 
that he had severed a tendon. 

"The prognosis was that whilst the tendon could have possi¬ 
bly been repaired, because of the previous scar tissue and dam¬ 
age, the amount of pain and suffering the horse would have 
had to go through over a long period to do no more than limp 
around a field at best. In the circumstances the owner decided 
he did not want the horse to suffer anymore," explained Buck¬ 
ler. 

Cullahill however was running well having been fitted with 
a tongue tie to help prevent him choking, and Harry Skelton 
had him well placed. Having made a mistake at the first fence 
down the back straight last time around he had to work hard 
to get back in the mix and Buckler thought the extra distance 
and big weight were contributory factors in him not getting 
up to win. 

"The mistake made him work harder and negated the tongue 
tie a bit as he choked over the last two fences. This caused him 
to put in a couple of short ones which ruined his chances. 


"He will have a throat operation now to try and correct the 
problem, and if it is successful he will be a very nice horse." 

Following Mrs Overall's poor run at Uttoxeter in the Come 
And Join Chasing Gold Racing Club Novices' Handicap Hurdle, 
she has now been sold on. Having been in touch at the start, 
she soon dropped out under pressure and was eventually 
pulled up. 

"She tries and is genuine, but she doesn't have the speed to 
be a racehorse. Her debut was promising, but she had failed to 
improve and has now been sent to an eventing yard where I 
think she will prove to be useful." 

Flag Flier found the ground too firm and failed to make an 
impression at Worcester last Wednesday, and although she fin¬ 
ished she was shook up by the experience. 

"Although the course had been watered, unfortunately under 
the surface the ground was too hard for her. In cases like that, 
horses who find the ground too hard, don't tend to plant their 
feet as they might on good ground and skip the hurdles, and 
as a consequence lost ground when they quickened. She was 
shook up at the finish, and won't run again until the ground is 
a little softer."
